The following brief of facts regarding the reference paper are sub- 
mitted herewith for use in the N.I.A. meeting. 


a. This paper has the concurrence of the permanent members of 1.A.B. 


and General Groves, the Commanding General of the Manhattan Engineer 


District. 
b. The proposed N.I.A. directive is divided into two parts: 


(1) The assignment to you of the function of coordinating 
the collection s N.I.4. c of 
all intel}igence information in this field, and the accomplish- 
ment of «,Correlation, evaluation and appropriate dissemination 
of the resulting intelligence. This is necessary to provide 
central coordination and final evaluation in this vital field 
for reasons of security. This is also necessary since previous 
arrangements in this field have been unsatisfactory because of 
the lack of such central. coordinating and evaluating authority. 


(2) The transfer to C.I.G. of the personnel and working 
files of the Foreign Intelligence Branch operated by General 
Groves. This branch consists of three or four officers, two 
or three scientists, and a few stenographers, all with special 
competence in this field.
